The Nazi authorities in Holland have decided to 
organise round-ups of Jews for mass deportation to 
the East only after curfew hours, in view of the 
violent demonstrations by Dutchmen which have 
taken place whenever a group of Jews has been 
publicly led to the assembly points. Trains with 
deportces are now leaving Amsterdam at 2 a.m, 

The transports are at the rate of 600 persons a

day, and it is estimated that if the deportations 
continue on the same scale, no Jew will be left 
in Hollond after July 1, 1943. Eighty-four thousand 
Jews have already gone. Although people over 60 


years of age are exempt from the deportation order, 
they mostly volunteer to accompany their deported 
relatives and as a result entire families are deported 
toget 

Skilled workers are known to have been taken 
for work in factories in Germany, while the un- 
skilled have been sent to Poland, where they are 
employed on road-building and fortification work. 
Nothin is known about the fate of deportees who 
are untit for manual work, and it is feared that 
many o! them have been put to death.

ROUTED ITALIAN STRONG POST 
M.M. for Palestinian Jew 


It is learned that the Military Medal was 
awarded to a Palestmaian Jewish soldier, Private 
Jacob Dab, for gallantry in Eritrea. Together with 
a British sergeant, he cleared the Italian enemy 
from a strong point on an important ridge. Dab, 
armed with rifle and grenade, and the sergeant. 
armed with a tommy-gun, charged forward 120 
yards under heavy enemy fire, and as they drew 
near to their objective they opened fire themselves, 
causing heavy casualties and. routing a machine- 
gun nest and observation post. Their platoon then 
advanced and occupied the ridge. 

Private Dab comes from Tel-Aviv and joined the 
Army in 1940, when he was just 18. 


AIRMAN COMMENDED 
* Coolness Worthy of the Highest Praise ” 


The Commander-in-Chief of an R.A.F. Command 
has officially commended: Sergeant (Wireless 
Operator/ Air Gunner) Benjamin 
Bernstein for coolness and 
presence of mind in hazardous 
circumstances. (The. com- 
mendation was made with 
regard also to Pilot Officer L. J. 
Skinner, the pilot of the aircraft 
concerned, who is not a Jew.) 

When their aircraft was 
forced by flak on one occasion 
to land on the sea after a 
successful raid on an enemy- 
occupied port, the pilot, together 
with Set. Bernstein, although both 
were suffering from injuries, succeeded in getting 
the Observer into the dinghy, undoubtedly saving his 
life. On another occasion, when, after successfully 
bombing another cnemy-occupied port, their air- 
craft was hit by flak and one of the engines was 
set on fire, P/O Skinner succeeding in piloting 1t 
to within 30 miles of the coast, but was then forced 
to land on the sea as the other engine had cut out. 
With the aid of Sgt. Bernstein, who showed great 
coolness and ability in launching his dinghy Tn a 
choppy sea, they secured the body of the Observer 
(who had unfortunately been killed) and successfully 
brought it ashore. The citation said that on both 
occasions the coolness showed by both airmen was 
worthy of the highest praise. 

Sat. Bernstein is 28, and his widowed mother lives 
at 42, Brick Lane, London, E.1.

BALFOUR’S PLEDGE 


25th Anniversary of 
Declaration 


A demonstration was held on Sunday afternoon 
at the Palace Theatre, London, to commemorate 
the 2Sth anniversary of the Balfour Declaration. 
Lord Melchett presided. 

Ficld-Marshal Smuts, in a message, wrote: 

“1 wish to assure you that my faith in that Declaration 
remains unabated The promise of the National Home 
should be carried out to the letter, and it is my belict that 
the situation after this war will give added force and oppor- 
tunity to the fulfilment of that promise Io this I have 
repeatedly given public expression, and I repeat it here 
Now, more than-ever, should we keep faith and keep that 
promisc 

Dr. Chaim Weizmann wrote, in the course of a 
message : 

“ Criticism rather than credit, obstruction 
encouragement, have been our portion, yet we have erown 
in staturc, and the Yishuv can speak with the voice of the 
people when the voices of gercat Jewish Communities on the 
European Continent have been silenced Palestinian Jews 
volunteered by. the thousand for war service. and though they 
have not been permitted to raise our national flag. by their 
action they have placed us in the ranks of the United 
Nations We have the right to demand what the Balfour 
Declaration promised us, and we shall continue to build on 
that foundation until we restore our full nationhood in 
Palestine.”’ 

Many other messages from prominent persons 
were read to the meeting, which filled the theatre 

Among the distinguished guests on the platform 
were representatives of Allied Governments. 

Lord Melchett said that. in the interval since the 
last war, half-a-million Jews had been settled in 
Palestine. It was a great thing that had happened 

greater, perhaps, than they were capable of com- 
prehending, and let all of them render their thanks 
to the people of Great Britain for that nobility of 
spint which was the sure foundation of the policy 
of the National Home. In England they had often 
guarrelled with British Governments of every com- 
pilexion. They would quarrel with them again. They 
would disagree with them if they took away from 
them that which was necessary to them, but he 
believed that the same spirit which enabled Britain 
to stand up alone and fight the oppressor im 1940- 
1941 would stand by them to the end and would 
enable them to take up their task again when this 
war was over. 

The Chief Rabbi said that the question, “ Had 
the Balfour Declaration fulfilled its promise? like

LABOUR PARTY’S SYMPATHY 


Support for Jewish Fight for Freedom 


Mr. A. J. Dobbs; Chairman of the British Labour 
Party, and Miss Alice Bacon, a member of the 
Executive, were the speakers at a demonstration 
at Stoke Newington Town Hall last week, organised 
by the Poale Zion, to protest against the murder ol 
hundreds of thousands of Jews in Nazi Europe, and 
to make a firm demand for a Jewish Fighting Force 
and the recognition of the Jewish nation as an ally 
in the war and equal status for the Jews among all 
free nations in the peace setilement. Mr. Maurice 
Rosetté presided. 

Mr. Dobbs said it would not be a comp'ecte peace 
conference if the Jews were outside. He was quite 
sure the Labour Movement of this country would 
give the Jews their entire support in their struggle 
tor freedom, both as minorities in the countries 
where they happened to reside and in Palestine as 
the National Home for the Jews. 


“ Continue Your Agitation ” 


He hoped, said Mr. Dobbs, the Jewish. people 
would continue their agitation until they accom- 
plished their wishes. He believed they would get the 
support of hundreds of thousands of people in 
different parts of the world. He believed that the 
democratic movements, not only in this country 
but in America and in Russia also, would back the 
Jews for those rights. *‘ Keep up your spirit and 
your courage,” he concluded. ‘ Know that while 
your race is being oppressed you have friends in all 
countries who not only sympathise with you but are 
ready to join with you for the purpose of bringing 
— the permanent emancipation of the Jewish 
people. 

Miss Bacon said that the Labour Party in this 
country were in the forefront in protesting against 
the “ partition " White Paper, and the Party at all 
times had passed resolutions contirming the belief 
that in Palestine there could be a Jewish National 
Home. To demonstrate and to protest would not 
end the horrors, but would help to impress on the 
Government of this country and on the Govern- 
ments of the Allied Nations that the Jews had a 
right to a place in the world, and in the opinion 
of the Jews, as well as of many non-Jews, there was 
no place except Palestine which could fill the bill 


and which could become the Jewish National Home.

Yishuv Controversy 
Continues

Controversy over acceptatice of the American 
Zionist Conference programme, embodying a 
demand for a post-war Jewish commonwealth— 
which will be further discussed at the Zionist hiner 
General Council mecting on Tuesday next-—con- 
tinues to agitate Zionist parties here. Hashomer 
Hatzair convened a mecting of its Exccutive at 
Kibbutz Artzi, together with the Central Committee 
of the Socialist League, at which they decided on 
a series of measures designed to prevent acceptance 
of the New York formula, including action in 
America. They declare that the Zionist Congress 
has already rejected a similar proposal made by the 
Revisionists, The New York programme was dis- 
cussed at the conference at Ktar Shmaryhu at which 
the new party, Aliya Hadasha, was formed and 
where the proposal met with a mixed reception by 
both advocates and antagonists.

Civilisation Indicts Nazism 


PRIME MINISTER’S MESSAGE AT 
ALBERT HALL 


The great protest demonstration against the 
savage persecution of the Jews by the Nazis, which 
was held at the Albert Hall on Thursday of last 
weck, under the auspices of the Board of Deputies, 
was representative of every shade of religious and 
political thought. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury presided: and 
among those present were representatives of foreign 
overnments, embassies, and legations, distinguished 

aders of the Churches, many members of the House 
of Commons and Lords, the Lord Chancellor, and 
Lord Mayors and Mayors of various boroughs in 
London and of provincial cities. 

Before his address, Dr. Temple read a message 
he had received from Mr. Winston Churchill: 

‘1! cannot refrain from sending, through you, to the 
audience which is assembling under your chairmanship 
at the Albert Hall to<day to protest against Nazi atrocitics 
infieted on the Jews, the assurance of my warm 
sympathy with the objects of the mecting. The systematic 
crucities to which the Jewish people—men. women, and 
chiidren—-have been exposed under the Nazi regime are 

nest the most terrible events of history. and place an 
indelible stain upon all who perpetrate and instigate 
them tree men and women denounce these evil 
and when this work's strugaic cnds with the 
of human rights, racial persecution: will 
ded 

There were also messages from, among hundreds 
of other leading personages. 

Among the notable people who were invited to 
attend the demonstration but were unable to do so 
was the Foreign Secretary, Mr. Anthony Eden. In 
his reply he referred to the request of the organisers 


that he should send a message to be read at the 
mecting. and said: “It will be recalled that the 
Prime Minister sent a message on this subject both 
on the occasion of the Centenary of THe Jewisn 
CHeosicce last year and on that of the demonstra- 


tion orcanised by the American Jewish Congress in 
New York last July.” In the circumstances, there- 
fore continued, he was very sorry that he did 
not ble to comply with the request 


“ Fruption of Fvil 


ii Archbishop of Canterbury said they were 
witnessing such an eruption of evil as the world had 
not seen tor centuries. What was happening in 
Europe was so horrible that the imagination refused 
to picture it. Their people as a whole remained 
very ‘argely unaware of it. And even when they 
were aware, it was difficult to feel the horror which 
was appropriate to the facts. Their sensitiveness 
was dulled. For this reason alone it would be right 
that they should meet, to face the fact of monstrous 
evil and realise its meaning 

In all the countries occupicd by Germany, he 
continued, there had been exhibited a_ ruthless 
belic! in terror as the chief instrument of govern- 
ment They recalled the sufferings of Poles and 
Czechs, of Greeks and Yugoslavs, of Norwegians, 
Dutch, and Belgians ; they saluted the noble courage 
with which those sufferings were endured. They 


saluted the heroic Russian people im their agonising 
yet indomitable resistance But there was ope 
peopic which had no national home, which lived 


among other peoples as in some sense their guests, 
ready to be most loyal citizens to whatever extent 
the opportunity was opened to them, but true with 
a constancy that claimed their admiration to ther 
Own great culture and tradition. Upon this people 
—the Jews—the fury of the Nazi evil had concen- 
trated its destructive energy 
Retribution 

General Sikorski described the = systematic 
slaughter of Jews in Poland. The German leaders, 
mad with fear of their inevitable doom, had 
developed unheard-of methods of terrorism to break 
the will of the conquered peoples. The demonstra- 
tion that day was an obvious proof that Germany 
was faced with the wrath of the whole civilised 
world. “In my capacity as head of the Polish 
Government,” declared the Polish Prime Minister, 
“I assure the Polish Jews that they will benefit fully 
from the blessings of the victory of the United 
Nations, in common and on equal terms with all 
Polish citizens.’ 

The Rt. Rev. Dr. J. S. Whale (Moderator of the 
Free Church Federal Council) said that he spoke 
on behalf of 7,000,000 members of the Free Churches 
for whom, anti-Semitism in all. its forms was an 
abominationg-an outrage against that sanctity of 

w which Was one of the most precious gifts of 
ancient Israel to modern Christendom. The break- 
down of Law found its first illustration when the 
first Jew was rabbled by Storm Troopers or beaten 
to death in the torture chambers by the Gestapo. 

Viscount Cecil said that they had met together 
to protest against a crime which had no equal in the 

story of man, and which had fallen upon the 
Jewish people without any kind of justification or 
excuse. Whatever happened, the German name 
would never get rid of the blot which had been 

aced upon their honour. Ordinary Germans were 
Carrying out their orders without any regard to 
consequences to themselves or anybody else. 


“Catholics Unanimous Against Anti-Semitism 


The Rt. Rev. David Mathew, Bishop Auxiliary of 
Westminster (representing Cardinal Hinsley), said 
was there to testify to the strong opposition with 
Which anti-Semitism had been confronted in the 
atholic communities throughout the world. The 
Catholic Church had always set her face against 
S$ racial persecution. They defended the 
sovereignty of conscience, the rights of the human 
Personality, and the freedom of each individual. It 
Was from the purely religious point of view that he 
ppProached this question in the world-wide Catholic 
Ootherhood all the nations and Onder the 
ship of the Holy See. They should recall the 
pords of Pope Pius XI., in an address to Belgian 
to in 1938: “ It is not possible for Christians 
© part in anti-Semitism.’’ They must guard the 

| rights of all God's children, continued Dr. 
athew. There waS no element in the Jewish life 
was more appealing than the intense family 


affection in Jewish. homes. They must safeguard 
the life of the family wherever it was violated. The 
traditions of the Jewish people were interwoven 
with their most intimate approach to their religion. 


Allies’ Solidarity 


M. Jan Masaryk, the Czechoslovak Foreign 
Minister, declared: “ We are all in the same boat.” 
But it seemed to him that the Jews had been doubly 
chosen by Hitler and his gangsters. The voice of 
the Jewish people should be heard whenever plans 
or hopes were being discussed. 

All classes throughout France, all denominations, 
violently protested against the nameless brutality 
of the attacks on Jews ordered by Hitler and Lavai. 
said M. Jacques Soustelle, French National Com- 
missioner for Information. The workers of Saint 
Fons and Vénissieux, near Lyons, had demonstrated 
in the streets against the odious spectacle of 10,000 
unhappy victims delivered up to their executioners 
by a Government usurping the name of France. 
Ihe Archbishop of Toulouse proclaimed the rights 
of the human conscience over racial doctrines. 
Christian families had received and concealed 
Jewish children. One of the most important mili- 
tary chiefs of the so-called Unoccupied Zone 
refused to permit his troops to aid these persecu- 
tions and was wmmmediately relieved of his duties. 
Throughout all circles in France instantaneous 
unanimity resulted The infamous plan had been 
defeated. 
nor Berlin represents France. 

The Rt. Hon. Walter Elliot, M.P., said that it took 
a very long time before the British were willing to 
belicve that such things could be. The kindly 
nature of their people made them think that in the 
20th century such things were absurd. Yet he con- 
sidered that the atrocities of the Nazis were more 
than any other single factor the cause of Great 
Britain going to war. He well remembered how, 
years before the war, Sir Austen Chamberlain drew 
attention to the atrocities against the Jews, and 
warned the world that with such a system ordinary 
relations would be impossible. 

A resolution, moved by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, and carried unanimously, expressed profound 
indignation at the unparalleled atrocities committed 
by the German Government and its satellites, and 
horror at the deliberate Nazi policy of exterminating 
the Jews. ii conveved sympathy with the families 
of the unhappy victims of systematic terror, and 
expressed heartfelt admiration for the heroism and 


gallantry of the fighting forces of the United 
Nations 
Chief Rabbi's Plain Speaking 
he Chief Rabbi moved, and Professor S. 


Brodetsky seconded, a vote of thanks to the Arch- 
bishop of Camterbury and the other speakers and 
Visitors 

Ihe mecting, said the Chief Rabbi, was a burning 
protest against the deliberately planned extinction of 
the whole House of Israel. The words of loathing 
at such a diabolic policy came most appropriately. 
and ‘effectively, from non-Jewish lips. Their duty 
was to thank the speakers for their fervent testi- 
mony to the unity of the human. cause. They 
rightly saw that this murderous assault on Jewry 
represented a collapse of all human decency; and 
that, moreover, there could be no safety for their 
children, and no safety for the heritage of man 
anywhere on this planet, as long as men ™ that call 
evil good, and good evil, that put darkness for 
light *’ continued to blight the souls and lives of 
men 

Would even that great meeting be the means of 
bringing home to the general public the appalling 
facts of the Jewish situation in Nazi-controlled 
lands? The British public did not seem to realise 
that—as Mr. Churchill reminded them—for every 
one execution which Hitler had ordered in the West, 
he had carried out at least 200, sometimes 1,000, 1n 
Jewish populations. Of course, everyone occa- 
sionally heard statements to that effect on the wire- 
less; but to the plain man, only seeing was believ- 
ing; and he rarely saw, down in black and white, 
any attention-compelling information on_ these 
massacres. It was difficult to understand the reti- 
cence of their press on the matter. Such indiffer- 
ence encouraged the gorillas of Berlin to go on 
perfecting their technique of extermination. To-day 
the British people could not show its inborn undying 
hatred of all bestiality if so much of that bestiality 
was carelessly screened from public knowledge. 

When a few weeks ago, due publicity was 
given to the case of the thousands of Jewish mothers 
throughout France whose little children were torn 
from them—many an Englishman for the first time 
fully realised the true nature of the evil thing they 
had been called upon to slay, and resolved never to 
rest till Nazism had totally passed away. 

Professor S. Brodetsky, President of the Board 
of Deputies, said that civilised man forgot the possi- 
bility of things happening which were beyond his 
human imagination. Yet civilised man must deal 
with the situation created by the Nazi murderer. 
Citizen equality, he declared, must be restored 


to the world; justice and freedom must come 
back to all human dealings—for Jews as for all 
others. And, above all, the healing effect of Pales- 


tine must bring happiness to Jewry and once again 
bring light to the world | | 

The Albert Hal! demonstration received wide 
publicity in the press, and the B.B.C. broadcast a 
report of the meeting, together with a recording of 
some of the speeches, in the 6, 9, and 12 o'clock 
news of the same day. It also gave a report, with 
a very moving introduction by Mr. Lionel Gamlin, 
in the European Service, both on Thursday and on 
Friday last week, and in addition repeated the 
report in the review of the world’s news in the 
European Service on Sunday afternoon. Mr. 
Gamlin declared: 

“| have been to many public meetings in the Albert 
Hall, and most of them have been impressive; but in many 
ways this meeting of protest against the horrors of the 
Nazi persecution of the Jews was more impressive than 
any of them. On this occasion there were no flags, no 
stirring bands and music, no brilliant array of uniforms. 

+ Instead—a ereat, bare hall, filled with ordinary men and 
women in every<lay clothes, listening quietly to the pro- 
’ tests against Nazi barbarity. . . . It was a moving and 
heartening experience to be present at a mecting to which 
men and women had obviously been drawn, not by any 
love of pageantry, but by a barning sympathy for the 
sufferings of a persecuted people, by a deep sense of the 
dignity of map, and the outrages inflicted on that dignity 
by Hitler and his Nazi barbarians.” : 
Speakers representing Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
and France also broadcast in the European Service 
in their respective languages.

PARLIAMENT 


GENERAL REGISTER OF ALIENS 
Select Committee’s Criticisms 
[By our Lobby Correspondent] 


Among the recommendations of the Select Com- 
mittee on National Expenditure in their report just 
issued On organisation and control of the Civil 
Service is this: “A much more vigorous attempt 
should be made to see that the Central Register of 
Aliens is up to date and to find suitable employment 
for the persons whose names it contains.” 

The number of persons enrolled on this Register 
was 2,655 in May, 1940, and 5,400 at the end of 
June, 1942. Of the latter total about 2,550 
were in employment; 150 were in Government 
Training Centres; 190 were still interned, and 
1,100 were not available for various reasons, 
namely neglect to notify change of address. 
There remained approximately 1,400 unemployed. 
As there appears to be little prospect, says the 
report, of securing employment for the majority 
of them up to their full professional qualifications, 
about 900 have been transferred to the Employment 
Exchanges in the hope that they may thus obtain 
some useful alternative, if subordinate, employment. 

A review of the Aliens’ Register, the Committce 
add, gives an impression of stagnation, if not of 
frustration, due no doubt to the obstacles which 
work of this kind is bound to encounter. 

The Committee regard the waste of professionall 
qualified persons revealed by the above figures both 
through unemployment and through transference to 
Employment Exchanges, as unsatisfactory. Even 
if these persons may not belong to the scarcity 
groups their intellectual qualifications are likely to 
be such as to make them adaptable 


SOLICITUDE FOR I8Bs 


The Home Secretary, in the House of Commons 
on October 22, informed Mr. E. Harvey (ind., 
English Universities) on the subject of employment 
for. British subjects detained under 188 in the Isle 
of Man, that a proposal to take over a farm in the 
vicinity of the camp was under consideration He 
mentioned the difficulty of finding detainees who 
were able and willing to work on farms. He added 
that all the detainees who were prepared to work 
were now occupied. 

Mr. R. R. Sroxes (Lab., Ipswich) suggested the 
Pay was inadequate, and Mr. Morrison reminded 
him that the detainees were being maintained at the 
expense of the State. “1 think the hon. gentleman 
wants to elevate these ladies and gentlemen rathe: 
too high in the‘social scale.” Mr. Stokes said he 
would ratse the matter again. 


The Home Secretary's latest report says that 
during August detention orders under Defence 
Regulation 188 were made against two persons, 
British subjects and of enemy origin: seven persons 
were released ;.and on August 31 the total number 
detained was 515, 

Up to that date the Advisory Committee had 
reviewed and -made subsequent reports on 309 
peTsons, recommending release in 226 cases. 


Palestine Movement 


WOMEN ZIONISTS IN 
CONFERENCE 


Purposeful Outlook 


The annual conference of the Federation of 
Women Zionists, which was held on Sunday and 
Monday, was perhaps one of the most notable 
ever held by this body (writes a JewisH CHRONICLB 
representative). It was unlike the nineteen pre- 
ceding conferences, which were held without a 
break annually until 1938, and the four years’ gap 
during which it has been impossible to summon 
delegates from all over the country has certainly 
seen important changes in the approach of women 
Zionists to the problems they came to discuss. 
There was a marked earnestness and an absence 
of the purely ‘social attitude which has charac- 
terised these conferences in the past 

As is only fitting to the seriousness of the times, 
women Zionists met in a grim mood, and the 
prayer with which they opened their proceedings, 
specially written for them by the Chief Rabbi, 
recalled simultaneously the tragic plight of their 
sisters in faith throughout Europe, the sad losses 
their organisation has sustained partly as a result 
of the war, and the deadly urgency of the tasks 
to which they have set their hand. 


Women's Complacency Deplored 


Without any preliminaries, delegates from pro- 
vincial societies rose and called for inercased 
support for their work, and deplored the compla- 
cency of those Jewish women who refused to do 
their share in the vital task of supporting the 
Jewish National Home in Palestine It was a 
fitting prelude to the focal point of Monday's 
session, which was Mrs. Eder’s speech on the poli- 
tical aspect of their work. In simple and effective 
terms (a delegate at Sunday's meeting had asked 
the central organtsation for speakers who would 
put the case for Palestine in schoolgirl English) she 
described the essence of thei problem. 

Speaking on a resolution which demanded from 
the United Nations, at the conclusion of hostilities, 
a recognition of the problem of Jewish homeless- 
ness and its soluuon by the development of the 
Jewish National Home as an essential for the 
establishment of peace, justice, and security in 
the new world order, Mrs. Eder said that, as the 
people of the Mandatory Power, a special respon- 
sibility rested on them. They had in Palestine 
to get the country ready for the immigration of 
a mass of people whose lives had been broken by 
the unspeakable horror of Nazi tyranny and 
persecution. That meant that every social service 
that had been established there (and the Confer- 
ence had already heard in an eloquent address by 
Mrs. Grove of the extensive nature of the work 
done by the Wizo) must be muluplied tn tts ¢ lective- 
ness and in its power-to help. 

Mrs. Alman describéd Palestine during the war 
as “the Lord Woolton ” of the Middle Fast, not

only because it was a provider of food for its own 
population and for the troops stationed there, but 
also because, through the Wizo machinery, it gave 
instruction on the best uses of the food available 
and speeded up gardening efforts into a valuable 
dig for victory campaign. 

The Conference adopted unanimously the prin- 
ciples of a new scheme through which a system o 
regional fund-raising departments will be estab- 
lished in conjunction with the Women’s Appeal 
Committee, under which the finances of both 
will be merged. 

rs. I. M. Sieff, who put forward this scheme, 
later spoke on the Henrietta Irwell Memorial Fund, 
which she insisted must be supported by their 
societies as an addition to their regular fund- 
raising activities The Conference accepted the 
new burdens put upon them, and there could be 
no doubt about the message of increased output 
that they would one and all carry back to their 
societies. 

Mrs. Sieff stressed the importance of including 
in their fund-raising efforts under the new regional 
system the help of as many men as _ possible. 
Although they had originally, as women, set out 
to accomplish certain tasks in Palestine which 
might otherwise have been side-tracked, they now 
were confronted with work which was as vital for 
men as for themselves. The point was obviously 
established by the Women’s Appeal Committee and 
the magnificent accomplishments of the Eddie 
Cantor Fund.

A CONVERT TO ZIONISM 
M.P.’s Tribute 


Mr. A. Creech Jones, M.P., and Mr. Ber! Locker, 
last week addressed a conference on “ Palestine and 
the Jews’ Future,” organised by the Manchester 
Poale Zion in conjunction with the Manchester 
City Labour Party, at the Co-operative Hall, Down- 
ing Street, Manchester. Councillor W. Collingson 
(Chairman of the Manchester City Labour Party) 
presided. 

A public. meeting, held at the Grosvenor Hotel, 
followed the conference, the speakers being Mr. 
Creech Jones, Mr. Berl Locker, and Mr. A. L. 
Easterman. Councillor Leslic M. Lever presided. 

Mr. Creech Jones described how he was converted 
to Zionism by a visit to Palestine. “ I went with a 
fecling of scepticism, almost cynicism, and if I 
had any bias at all it was that there was injustice to 
the Arabs,” he said. “ I must confess that having 
seen the great experiment in practice, the marvellous 
achievements of the pioneers, | came away con- 
vinced that this was a cause of the greatest impor- 
tance to the world and that this work of resettlement 
and regeneration must go on.” 

Dealing with the question of Arabs, Mr. Creech 
Jones said, “* I spend a great deal of my time in the 
House of Commons working to prevent the exploita- 
tions of Colonial and African peoples, and | am 
asked: why then do I stand for the Jews rather than 
the Arabs in Palestine? My reply is that no scheme 
of colonisation has ever been carried through with 
greater respect for the peoples of the land than that 
of the resettlement of the Jews. The Jewish people 
has not violated but has respected the rights of the 
Arabs. A landless Arab class has not been created- 


rather has the coming of the Jews stimulated the 


economic and social life of the land, bringing pros- 
perity to the Arabs, Surely out of the vast Arab 
territories. this little land was a small enough 
portion to reserve for the Jews.” 

The speaker referred to the frustration by the 
Government of the right of the Jews to defend 
themselves. “ We shall continue to fight in the 
House for the right of the Jews to have a Jewish 
Fighting Force,” he said. _ 

Dealing with the future of European Jewry after 
the war. Mr. Creech Jones said that after all the 
suggestions for the settlement of Jews in the world 
we come back to Palestine, 


RAZED SYNAGOGUES INSCRIBED 
IN GOLDEN BOOK 


Following a suggestion by Continental Jews now 
resident in this country, a plan to perpetuaté the 
memory of the destroyed and desecrated syna- 
gogues in Germany and Austria by inscribing their 
names in the Golden Book of the Jewish National 
Fund has been adopted by the Fund. A com- 
mittee of rabbis and communal leaders from 
Germany and Austria has been established to put 
the scheme into practice, and the names of the 
Seitenstetten Gasse Synagogue in Vienna and the 
Prinzregenten Strasse Synagogue in Berlin have 


already been inscribed. 


Mr. Lucien Harris, of the Information Depart- 
ment in London of the Jewish Agency for Palestine, 
gave an address recently to the Hiford Rotary 
Club on Palestinian Jewry’s contribution to the war 
effort.

most great questions of human history, could be 
answered by “ Yes" and “ No.” Yes—both as 
to people and land. As to people, because they 
had now over 500,000 Jews in the Holy Land... With- 
out the Declaration, most of them would not have 
been there, and would cither have been slain by 
Hitler, or been doomed to death by his hell-hounds. 
It had likewise meant a resurrection for the land. 

But with regard to the answer “* No,” he said, 
many years ago, he read an account of India by an 
illustrious French orientalist, who spoke of Britain's 
“ just but loveléss rule "’ in that land. That phrase 
remained embedded in his memory: and had been 
of some use to him in appraising the Zionist position 
in recent years. When applied to Palestine, they 
found that for years Britain certainly did not rule 
in the Holy Land. From 1936 to 1939, there was no 
safety, of life, liberty, or unhampered pursuit of 
happiness for the Jew; not even for British officials 
—many of whom were foully assassinated by the 
Arab rebels: and least of all for the moderate Arab 
—a selective slaughter of all who advocated co- 
operation with the Jews was conducted by the 
murder gangs controlled by the Mufti. 

But even if they went back to the years when 
there had been rule, whatever rule there was, was 
loveless. The statesmen at Whitchall, with certain 
exceptions, were men of vision and of wisdom. 
Not so—again with some exceptions—the civil ser- 
vants in Jerusalem. Nor had the rule been invari- 
ably just. One of the most important provisions in 
the Mandate was that the Mandatory Power “ shall 
facilitate Jewish immigration into Palestine.” But 
this year had seen the dark tragedy of the Struma. 
Civil servants not only failed to try but tried to fail. 


Labour Party's Consistent Policy 


Mr. Arthur Greenwood, M.P., said that to-day, 
When the policy of appeasement was dead and all 
the British peoples, side by side with the Allied 
Nations, were fighting for the final victory of demo- 
cracy and freedom and for a real new world order, 
those of them who had opposed appeasement before 
the war might. he felt, look back on their policy in 
regard to Palestine with some satisfaction... Was 
it not remarkable that, almost to a man, those who 
fought Munich, fought also, and almost at the same 
time, the policy of the 1939 White Paper? As a 
member of the Labour Party, he was proud to 
recollect the fight against the White Paper in the 
House of Commons and in the country at large— 
a figitt which they waged along with many other 
leading men and women. 

To-day, the position of the Jewish people in all 
the countries ground down by Hitler was one of 
unspeakable suffering and intolerable sacrifice. But 
they knew that the JeWish people would never bow 
the knee to Hitler. Jewish history, traced over 
thousands of years, would not be interrupted 
by the devilish barbarism of Hitler and his 
satellites. To win the war well, they must win the 
peace; and amongst their aims must be to do justice 
to the Jewish people, in conformity with the 
principles of the Atlantic Charter. 

Recalling the many declarations of the Labour 
Party on the subject, Mr. Greenwood said he 
wanted to assure Zionists and Jews all over the 
world, and especially the Jewish pioneers in Pales- 
tine, for whose endeavour in this war they had as 
great an admiration as for their achievements in 
peace, that they would do all in their power to 
restore the authentic spirit of the Balfour Declara- 
tion and to secure to the Jewish people its well- 
earned place among the free peoples of the world. 


Cold Comfort 


“ Do not be disappointed,” Mr. Greenwood con- 
cluded, “ if the fulfilment of promises does not come 
overnight after the armistice, but be of sufficient 
good cheer to know that the next 25 years will see 
the fulfilment of your hopes and the Jewish people 
taking their rightful place in the life of the world.” 

Brigadier-General Sir Wyndham Deedes, D.S.O., 
said there was a Jewish question for which there 
was no complete solution—not, at all events, until 
man abated his inhumanity to man. But there was 
nonce the less a solution that some of them thought 
would go a very long way in curing the miserable 
condition of millions of Jews, throughout the world. 
In every country there was this Jewish minority and 
im every country in greater or lesser degree there 
was some anti-Semitism, The only solution of this 
ne they believed, was te provide a National 

ome for the Jew in Palestine. 


It was never a question of Palestine or some other 
country, but always a question of Palestine and 
some other country. Every other country must, in 
the first place, afford to the Jews in its midst full 
economic, social, and political rights. In the second 
place, it must recognise Jews as Jews and allow 
them to live as Jews, and in the third place, they 
must accord to the Jews‘a National Home in 
Palestine. 

He was satisfied, he concluded, that in spite of all 
the difficulties which they had seen during the last 
20 years, the carrying out of this policy was possible. 

Mrs. Edgar Dugdale said that when the authors 
of the Declaration talked about a Home she was 
sure that they used it in the fullest sense of the 
word—-that they did not mean merely a cultural or 
a spiritual centre, as some would have them believe. 

Professor S. Brodetsky said’ that what he thought 
should be made clear by that meeting and by Jews 
all over the world was that the principle which was 
accepted 25 years ago and which formed the basis 
of international policy in regard to the Jewish people 
and Palestine was not now open to discussion over 
again. That had been settled once and for all. 

It was important for them to make clear that day 
that what they must expect after this war did not 
represent anything new in the way of declaration of 
policy, but represented the carrying out of that 
which was asserted in the Balfour Declaration, 
which was made clear in the Mandate. 

Mr. Berl Locker, Mrs. I. M. Sieff, Mr. Barnett 
Janner, and Mr. Paul Goodman also spoke. 


“THE DOORS MUST BE OPENED” 
Mr. Willkie’s Message 


A message vigorously endorsing the policy of 
the Jewish National Home in Palestine was sent 
by Mr. Wendell Willkie to a mass meeting con- 
vened at the Carnegie Hall in New York, on 
Sunday night, by the American Emergency Com- 
mittee for Zionist Affairs to celebrate the 25th 
anniversary of the Balfour Declaration. 

“The doors of Palestine must be opened to Jewish 
people from Central and Eastern Europe after the war.’ 
Mr. Willkic wrote “The establishment of the Jewish 
National Home in Palestine in fulfilment of the promise 
contained in the Balfour Declaration must find its rightful 
place in the new world order of to-morrow 

“Your case for a National Home.” he added. “ has 
always rested on historic rights and international law. 
Hitler's programme for the extermination of the Jews has 
made it a case for the conscience of mankind.” 

The meeting, which was held under the chair- 
manship of Dr. Stephen S. Wise, President of the 
American Emergency .Committee for Zionist 
Affairs, also heard a message by Senator Elbert D. 
Thomas demanding that the establishment of a 
Jewish Commonwealth immediately after the war, 
with Jewish control of immigration and colonisa- 
tion, should be proclaimed as one of the war and 
peace aims of the United Nations. 

Dr, Weizmann sent a message declaring that in 
spite of setbacks the Balfour Declaration was “ still 
the only answer to the problem of Jewish home- 
lessness.”’ 

Wide publicity was given in the American press 
to the anniversary. Most of the leading news- 
papers published articles praising Jewish achieve- 
ments in Palestine and stressing Palestinian Jewry's 
0 amaaacn to the Allied war effort in the Middle 
‘ast. 


L.S. Prepared to Kedeem Jewish Hopes 


An assurance that the U.S.A. is prepared to 
redeem the Jewish hopes in the world order to be 
established after the war was given in Washington 
last week by Mr. Cordell Hull, Secretary of State, 
to a delegation representing all the leading Rab- 
binical organisations of America. 

The delegation, which visited Mr. Hull on the 
occasion of the 25th anniversary of the Balfour 
Declaration, submitted a memorandum asking the 
State Department to continue its support for the 
further implementation of the Declaration. 

Mr. Hull said that America had followed with 
interest and sympathy the Jewish work in Palestine 
since the Balfour Declaration was issued. He 
assured the delegation ‘that “‘ when victory comes 
the United States will be prepared not only to 
redeem the Jewish hopes regarding a future world 
based on frétdom, equality, and justice, but also 
to create a world in which the present Jewish 
tragedy will not occur again.” 

The delegation later called at the British 
Embassy, where it was.receiyed, in the absence of 
Lord Halifax, by the British Minister, Sir Gerald 
Campbell.

HEROES OF THE VOLGA 


Jewish Sailors Who Defended 
Stalingrad 


Soviet press ‘reports show that many Jews are 
serving with distinction in the Russian Navy in the 
Baltic and Black Seas, and also on the boats on the 
Volga which are taking part in the defence of 
Stalingrad. Among those who fell fighting heroic- 
ally on the Volga is Licutenant Reuben Himmeiman, 
who has been posthumously awarded the Lenin 
Order. Another recipient of the Lenin Order is the 
naval officer Eli Rivtchin. Captain Abram Bog- 
danovitch, the naval officer Joseph Weisman. and 
Dr. Saul Marmorstcin, who ts attached to the Naval 
Medical Corps, have received the Order of the Red 
Star for gallantry. 


Biro-Bidjan Jews Speed the Plough 


Biro-Bidjan_ the Jewish autonomous region in the 
Far East, has won the All-Soviect ploughing contest, 
announces the Kuibyshev radio. 

Schoolchildren, including many evacuees from the 
occupied territories, have sown nearly 3,000 acres of 
tobacco. The entire crop will be reserved as a gift 
for the Red Army. Over one thousand parcels of 
tobacco have already been sent to the front. 

The children have also collected money from the 
Jewish population to -buy books and games for 
wounded Red Army men. 


GERMAN DESERTERS HIDE IN 
GHETTOES 


The Deutscne ZeirunG InN Osten, the official 
organ of the Nazi occupation authorities in Riga, 
says that the Gestapo has carried out extensive raids 
in the ghettoes of Wilno, Kovno, and Riga. It alleges 
that the Gestapo detained a number of suspect 
non-Jews who appeared to have incorporated them- 
selves into the Jewish population. It is believed 
that the arrested persons were deserters from the 
German forces who fled to the ghettoes in orde: 
to escape the horrors of the Russian front. 


30,000 JEWS EXECUTED IN SERBIA 


More than 30,000 Yugoslavian Jews have been 
massacred in Axis-occupied Serbia by the occurs 
tion authorities, according to information reaching 
official Yugoslav circles in Istanbul. Several thou- 
sand Jews who escaped execution have cither joined 
the ranks of the Yugoslav guerrillas or are living in 
the mountains as nomads. 

The occupation authorities and the Croat quisling 
police have carried out wholesale arrests of Jews in 
Zagreb and Varazdin on charges of conducting 
pro-Brittish propaganda.

The Committce emphasises that no numbers have 
been specified, but that as many as possible will be 
taken on the two ships within the limits of the 
immigration law All needg children under 16 of 
any nationality are eligible. 

The arrangements have apparently been made in 
anticipation of the Vichy Government agrecing to 
the children being taken out of France, although 
the announcement does not specifically refer to 
refuece children from France. Details were 
recentiy published of negotiations between Vichy 
and the U.S.A. for the release of these children. 

The Care Committee has already charge of 1,700 
children in America, half of whom are British. 

The Hias-Ica Emigration Association states that 
Sir Hefbert Emerson, the League of Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees, has addressed an 
urgent plea to all South American Governments 
asking them also to admit refugee children from un- 
occupied France whose parents have been deported 
to Nazi-occupied territory. 


FORCED LABOUR ORDER FOR 
DUTCH AND BELGIAN JEWS 


The Nazi military authorities in both Holland 
and Belvium have issued orders making Jews and 
Jewesses, aced 17 to 45, hable to be used for forced 
labour in fortifying the coasts of both countries. 

Jews and Jewesses enrolled for this work will have 
to provide themselves with food for ten days and will 
have to work ten hours daily. They will be accommo- 
dated separately from the non-Jewish workers and 
they wil! also have to work apart from them. It is 
stated that the German military authorities intend to 
enrol 28.000 Jews and Jewesses in these labour gangs. 

Mass deportation of Jews from Antwerp is pro- 
ceeding rapidly. Reports reveal that $5,520 Jews 
have so tar been deported from the city. Seven 
streets in the Jewish quarter and neighbouring 
districts have been completely cleared of Jews 

4 COURAGEOUS PRIEST 

During a service at the Catholic Church in the 
township of Den Horst, near Antwerp, the pricst 
iavited the congregation to pray for the Jewish 
atizens of Belgium “ who were being murdered and 
persecuted by the enemics of the Belgian pcople.” 
The entire congregation joined in the prayer. The 
Nazi authorities. on learning of the action of the 
priest, arrested him. 

The pro-Nazi press announces that the occupation 
authorities have unearthed a secret pro-Jewish 
Organisation of Belgian non-Jews, headed by 
member, of the clergy.

DEATH FOR JEWISH FUGITIVES 


_ The Rumanian Cabinet has held a special meet- 
img to discuss the procedure under which Rumania 
6B to become “ judenremn.” It was decided to set 
Up a special department to begin the process of 
deporting the Jews to occupied territory in Soviet 
Russia. The property of the deporices will be used 
larecly for the benefit of the Rumanians cvacuaicd 
from Rumanian territory ceded to Hungary and 
Bulgari. 

The Rumanian Government has issued an order 
that Jewish deportees over the age of 15 who secretly 
return to Rumania from Transnistria, the Russian 
lerrilory occupied by Rumanian troops, are to be 
€xecuted. Rumanian non-Jews who help Jews to 
escape from forced labour gangs in Transnistria, of 
Ride them in their houses on their return to 
Rumania, are to be imprisoned for periods ranging 
from 5 to 15 years. 

Three thousand Jewish families in the Rumanian 
town of Bacau have been ordered to make prepara- 
Hons tor being deported to Transnistria, The entire 
Neighbourhood of Bacau is being converted into a 
vast concentration camp, where the Jews have been 
imerned pending their deportation.

SOFIA BARRED TO JEWS 
Death Penalty If They Stay 


Jews who failed to leave Sofia by‘last Sunday 
rendered themselves liable to the death penalty. 
Jews will be allowed to visit Sofia only once every 
six months for not more than ten days, when they 
will have to stay in special third-rate hotels “ for 
Jews only.” All Jews must now wear the yellow 
Star of David. Infringement of this regulation will 
be punished with three years’ imprisonment and a 
heavy fine. So-called “ privileged Jews“ may sub- 
Stitute a round yellow badge for the star. 

Following the intervention of the Metropolitan 
of Sofia, the Cabinet has decided to exempt con- 
verted Jews belonging to the Orthodox, Protestant. 
or Catholic Churches from, the obligation to wear 
the yellow star.

wearing the yellow star from visiting cinemas, 
theatres, the larger restaurants, public parks, and 
first-class hotels. They may not enter the two main 
streets or the railway stations unless in possession 
of police travel permits.

A new decree compels Jews who are still per- 
mitted to trade and manufacture to display signs 
indicating the Jewish ownership of their businesses, 
and to mark all goods produced by Jews.

FOREIGN NEWS ITEMS 


The Czechslovak Minister of Finance, Dr. Feiera- 
bend, spoke recently at a meeting and film-show 
at St. Stephen's Hall, N.W.3, under the auspices of 
the Masaryk-Gaster Fund in aid of the project to 
establish a village in Palestine to be named Lidice, 
after the Czech village destroyed by the Nazis. 


Sergeant Julius Schulenberg, of Brooklyn, who 
entered the United States five years ago as a refugee 
has been awarded the Purple Heart decoration for 
bravery, says a report from Australia. He volun- 
teered to remove explosives from an ammunition

Mr. Norman McLarty, Canadian Secretary of 
State, and Mr. Pierrepont Moffat, United States 
Minister to Canada, addressed a big Montreal 
meeting organised by the Canadian Jewish Congress.

The Federation of Czechoslovakian Jews in 
London has received a list containing the names. of 
$00 deported Czechoslovak Jews who have been 
deported by the Nazis to Poland.

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25 YEARS AFTER 


LAST Monday was the 25th anniversary of the issue of 
the Balfour Declaration, and the occasion was honoured 
by a meeting at the Palace Theatre on the previous day, 
of which a report is published on another page. As was 
to be expected, there was much looking back on that 
momentous period. Indeed, the duty of looking back and 
carefully appraising the progress, or retrogression, of the 
Jewish National cause during that period falls to every 
Jew seriously concerned for his people, now in the most 
desperate plight of the whole of its long sad history. As 
soon as an attempt is made at objective judgment on how 
the cause has fared, the first incontestable premise presents 
itself that in such an undertaking as the creation of the 
Jewish National Home unless the political basis is sound 
and is maintained sound, then the whole superstructure 
of practical work; however solid, however excellent, how- 
ever truly built, will sooner or later crash. History, and 
very recent history too, reveals this truth to the blindest 
of observers. 


How stands it, then, with Palestine? As far as the 
superstructure of practical work is concerned no mean 
beginning has been made, as every impartial student of 
the Yishuv is bound to confess. Four or five hundred 
thousand Jewish immigrants have entered the country. 
There are agricultural settlements which, by their spirit 
as well as by their physical achievements, are worthy of 
ranking with the great contributions to man’s advance 
in the spheres of social and ideal relationships. There 
is the urban development and, recently, the astonishing 
industrial advance, to add to the glorious progress of the 
Hebrew University, a beacon light for progress throughout 
the Middle East. But just as plain as these successes is the 
dismal fact that their political basis has grown successively 
more precarious, until at the present moment in the eyes 
of many impartial observers it is at the point of subsiding 
altogether, a catastrophe which would sooner or later drag 
down to destruction the whole glorious superstructure of 
achievement, the monument to Jewry’s sweat and blood 
and toil, and infinite faith. To estimate the extent of the 
political decline let us recall the general political outlook 
twenty-five years ago. If we take the words of Mr. Lloyd 
George, the Prime Minister responsible for the Balfour 
Declaration, words, moreover, which were not spoken in 
the flushed enthusiasm of those halcyon days, but after 
the sobering passage of years of disappointment in Pales- 
tine politics, and at the time of the Peel Commission in 1937, 
we shall have a fair pioture of the political scene in 1917. 
Said Mr. Lloyd George: 


“The idea was, and this was the interpretation put on 
it at the time, that a Jewish State was not to beset up 
immediately by the Peace Treaty without reference to the 
wishes of the majority of the inhabitants. On the other 
hand, it was contemplated that when the time arrived for 
according representative institutions to Palestine, if the 
Jews had meanwhile responded to the opportunity afforded 
them by the idea of a national home and had become a 
definite majority of the inhabitants, then Palestine would 
thus become a Jewish Commonwealth.” 


The plain meaning of those words i§ that if the Jews would 
go to Palestine in sufficient numbers to form a majority of 
the population, then Palestine would thus become a Jewish 
Commonwealth. Five years later, the Mandate imposed 
upon Britain the obligation to facilitate this immigration. 
That was the pelitical scene ia those days. 


To-day, for all practical effect, the Balfour Declaration, 
like the Mandate, is dead. The Jewish National Home is 
no longer ruled by the instruments on the strength of which 
Jewry gave and slaved to build up its ancient homeland. 
To-day, be it clearly understood, the political basis of 
Palestine administration is the infamous MacDonald White 
Paper. What is the essence of that White Paper’s terms? 
Jewish immigration is limited to a few thousand per year 
for five years, in no case more than could bring the Jewish 
population to above one-third of the total; after which “ no 
further Jewish immigration will be permitted unless the Arabs 
of PaleStine are prepared to acquiesce in it.” At the same 
time Jewish rights to land furchase have been drastically 
curtailed so that any sizeable development is impossible. 
Furthermore, preparations are indicated for Britain, having 
tied up the Jews hand and foot, to pass them over to the 
tender mercies of the Arabs by “ the establishment in ten 
years’ time of an independent Palestine State.” And let 
no one imagine that the policy of thé White Paper is being 
pursued in Palestine in the same evasive, dilatory, and 
unwilling way in which the Balfour pledge was dis-

hénoured. The MacDonald White Paper is being carried 


out in the spirit and the letter... The- same officials who 
for 17 years refused to fulfil the undertakings to Jews in 
the Mandate of facilitating immigration and throwing open 
waste lands, now are displaying such zeal in the.observance 


of the White Paper that, with the deepest regret, they con- 
sign Jewish refugees, including women and children, to the 
depths of the sea rather than deviate from the spirit and 
the letter of this precious instrument. That is the political 
scene to-day. 

Look on this picture and on that—on the promise made in 
the Declaration, as Mr. Lloyd George interpreted it, and on 
all that remains, and let every Zionist ask himself whether 
there is not cause for bitter tears. Half a million Jews 
have entered the country, half a million pledges of Jewish 
faith—to-day they are 500,000 hostages of fortune, 500,000 
victims of political jerry-building, of facile optimism and 
political ineptitude and childishness. Even Jewish soldiers 
in the National Home may not defend it as Jews. There 
were some in the world in 1917 who doubted the ability 
of the Jewish masses to discover the sheer physical stamina 
and patience needed for nation-building. Zionists never 
doubted this and the Yishuv has abundantly proved them 
right. Our weakness has not been in the masses, but in our 
political direction—a weakness for which though we grieve’ 
we need feel no shame, when we consider the imbecilic 
folly of Britain’s political leaders during the same period. 
But alas, we Jews, the feeblest of peoples, are too poor 
to indulge in luxuries which only a mighty empire can 
afford. 

Mere retrospect is useless if we do not apply dispas- 
sionate judgment, not only to see things as they really are, 
but, based upon this accurate appraisement, to plan a 
political course for the future. As far as it is possible to 
discover official Zionist policy to-day it would appear, under- 
neath all its baffled confusion and blank bewilderment, to 
amount to a kind of double hope—we Jews are always 
hoping. The first is that if Palestinian Jewry and Zionists 
generally pull more than their full weight in the war effort 
a grateful British Government will not refuse them rudi- 
mentary justice when the war is over. The second is that 
if American interest in the cause of the Jewish National 
Home can be sufficiently aroused, America, who will 
inevitably exercise great influence in the post-war settle- 
ment, will put in a good word at the right time so that 
all Jewry’s hopes in Palestine shall not be blasted. As 
for the first, apart from there being no gratitude in politics, 
it is well to remember that, in many influential English- 
men’s opinion, Britain has no more occasion for gratitude 
for Palestinian Jewry’s enormously valuable help than a 
man at the pumps in a ship in distress has to be grateful 
to the fellow working on the other handle. The fate of 
Jewry, to such minds, is completely involved in this 
Struggle as is that of the United Natrfons, so that the 
question of gratitude simply does not arise. The second 
hope is even less substantial in the opinion of all who 
know the American political way. Isolationism is not so 
much a political creed as an American mentality, and it 
will’ absorb all America’s capacity for international 
collaboration to reach that primary urgency, co-operation 
for making another war impossible. 

In neither of these directions as at present envisaged 
does there appear to be much promise. Leét us, then, 
having dropped Zionist complacency and realised the 
sorry pass to which Zionism has come, face frankly the 
necessity for a complete redirection of Zionist effort. The 
habits and ways into which Zionist political activity has 
fallen have had their part in the tragic political decline. 
Zionists have come to devote to fund-raising a ridiculously 
large proportion of effort and of the energies of the best 
advocates of Zionism. Necessary though money-collecting 
may be, it has been folly to allow it to overshadow genuine 
political Zionist effort. The Zionist leaders to-day should 
set to work to bring into being the most efficient propa- 
ganda instrument that they can devise, not to win Jewish 
support but to bring about the sympathy and understanding 
of the non-Jewish people of the British Empire and of its 
political leaders. The frantic and ludicrous waste of energy 
on commynal Zionism in this country is tragic even though 
so many of the persons thus employed are quite useless for 
preaching Zionism to the non-Jew. The most careful 
and constant thought should be directed to the collection 
of the right kind of personnel to impress the British people 
with the seriousness and dignity of the Zionist cause. The 
leaders should face up to the fact that the Balfour Declara- 
tion was given to Jewry far more because Britain wanted 
to give than because Jews wanted to receive. They should 
cease, therefore, to panic at the bogy of Jewish anti-Zionism. 
If they present and persist in their case before the tribune of 
the British people and leaders, they can safely ignore what 
will be a diminishing annoyance. But to sink the Zionist 
cause deep into the mind of Britain, the Zionist leaders 
must guide their advocates with a simple and consistent 
plea. Their policy must be clear and unchanging. They 
must insist that Palestine is no longer—politically speaking 
—a piece of the Middle East, but intimately concerned 
with the European post-war settlement, no more a mere 
piece of Mediterranean geography than is the Suez Canal, 
that a Jewish Palestine is a primary British interest and 
therefore a corner-stone in the future peace of the world 
—-as this war is proving. 

It is by bringing the light of these truths home to British 
people and leaders that the most solid work for the future 


. of Zionism can be performed. There lies the task, and it 


can-only be a danger to the efficient prosecution of such 
work for the Zionist machine to adapt itself through and 
through to the ,standards of communal quarrels and 
intrigues, and stunt fund-raising. A new type of Zionist 
must arise to meet the new and tragic Zionist needs. The 


old heimischer type is outmoded. If they cannot be found — 


in the Galut—as apparently they cannot—they must be 
brought from Palestine. Britain, and the British Empire, 
remain the key to the Zionist future, and it is here that the 
newly conceived effort must be made. — 


A MEMORABLE OCCASION 


THE great protest meeting at the Albert Hall last week against 
Nazi persecution of Jews can be soberly described from 
all angles as a commendable success, even though the 
gathering lacked that crowded appearance which characterised 
such important occasions in pre-war days. Little more than 
half of the normal accommodation was available, due to the 
structural condition of the hall, and the consequent precautions 
imposed by the police. Almost the entire number of seats per- 
mitted were, however, occupied and the attendance was as distin- 
guishéd and representative as has ever been seen at a meeting in 
this country. It embraced authoritative spokesmen of all the lead- 
ing religious faiths and prominent re of all the United 
Nations. It was marked by powerful addresses, not the least 
being that of the Primate, who presided. And there was 
throughout the proceedings a dignity, almost a solemnity, 
begotten of profound awareness of the momentousness of the 
cause which had brought these men and women of many 
lands and creeds together. The speakers, as the Chief Rabbi 
said, “ rightly saw that this murderous assault on Jewry repre- 
sented a collapse of all human decency, and that, moreover, 
there could be no safety for their children, and no salety for 
the heritage of man anywhere on this planet, as long as men 
that call evil good and good evil, that put darkness for light 
continued to blight the souls and lives of men.” Perhaps some 
day, when the devastation, moral and material, that these 
fiends have wrought is seen in all its grisly proportions, 
there will be many bitter regrets and sighs that the truth about 
the nature of the Nazi onset and its implications for all 
humanity was not sooner realised. At the moment, however, 
it is good to know that the consciousness and the conscience 
of the whole free world have been all increasingly stirred. OF 
that, the Albert Hall gathering was a splendid proof, and the 
warmest thanks must be given to the Deputies who organised 
the demonstration and particularly to those who were 
called upon to facilitate the work of the press, and who dis- 
charged their task with exemplary efficiency. The fruits of 
this work were nobly reflected in the nation’s newspapers and 
in the splendid handling of the occasion by the B.B.C. 


A QUESTION OF JURISDICTION 


At a recent Glasgow meeting, Mr. Fred Nettler, J.P. cave 
it as his belief that the Board of Deputies is concerned with 
the affairs of Anglo-Jewry, whilst the task of the World Jewish 
Congress is to deal with questions affecting World Jewry. lo 
this the Secretary of the Board (Mr. A. G. Brotman) replied 
that in point of fact the Board concerned itself with both 
domains. Mr. Nettler now declares that the Jewry of any one 
country, no matter how important, cannot arrogate to itseli 
the right to represent world Jewry, nor discharge the respon- 


sibilities which belong to Jewry as a whole without becoming 
a part of a democratic world Jewish organisation such as the 
World Jewish Congress. The fact is, however, that the Anglo- 
Jewish Community has not arrogated to itself the ruht 


referred to. All that it has aspired to do is to give help to 
its troubled bret abroad and in this work it has not been 
unsuccessful, - because British Jewry’s intercession is 
sometimes more acceptable to a British Government than that 
of Jewish emissaries from abroad. Nor can it be agreed that 
it cannot discharge responsibilities to Jewry as a whole wiihout 
joining a democratic representative international organisation 
(presuming always that such an organisation really existed). 
In aciual fact it does do so, to the best of its necessarily 
limited powers, and it has yet to be proved that it is hampered 
by non-affiliation with afother organisation whose claims to the 
title “ democratic ” it can at least equal. Of course, the Board 
of Deputies ought not to consider submitting proposals regarcing 
post-war Jewish problems to the future Peace Conference as 
if they were the views of world Jewry if in fact their views 
do not accord with those of world Jewry. But nobody 
believes that it contemplates any such unilateral action. 
Being composed of sensible men, it will no doubt aim, to the 
maximum of its power and opportunity, to reach with other 
Jewries an agreed programme. 


CENTRE FOR THE FORCES 


THE reorganising of the limited Jewish Social Centre for the 
Forces in London which has functioned up till now, with a 
view to meeting the present greatly increased need, is a timely 
step much to be welcomed. Equally agreeable was the unanimity 
which marked the proceedings, at the recently held meeting 
at which the decision was taken, and the speedy way the matter 
in hand wag dispatched. Though it is not quite clear who are 
to be the full personnel of the new Executive Committee which 
has been appointed, it is good to note that there appears [to 
be an opportunity for more men workers. We say ~ an oppor- 
tunity ” because at the same time it is possible, otherwise, to tore- 
see the whole splendid improvement amounting in practice to 
little more than an impressive setting for the same energetic 
though limited little group of women workers to continue to do 
the actual running of the Centre. As we have before explained, 
it is a prime requisite that men, and ex-Servicemen, shal! be 
actively engaged on most of the directional work. The question 
of locale was raised at the meeting. At the moment negolia- 
tions are afoot for premises in Harley Street. Difficulty of 
accommodation in these days is notorious. But apart from 
the fact that the associations of this street cannot exactly be 
described as cheerful, its accessibility, or the lack of it, leaves 
a good deal to be desired. All these matters should receive 
further and very careful consideration by the Council, for- 
tunate as that body is to have as its Chairmen two such highly 
experienced and devoted public men as Sir Robert Waley 
Cohen and Mr. Otto Schiff, Meanwhile, one may register the 
general satisfaction that an effort worthy of the Community 
and of its fighting men is to be made, and wish it an honour 
able and useful career.

THE WORK OF THE T.A.C. 


Attitude to Jewish Delinquents 


From MIR. ERNEST SILVERMAN 
To the Editor of Tur 


Sir.—TuHe Jewish CHRONICLE has many 
occasions had the courage to take a line which was 
very unpopular, and I am constrained to write this 
letter because I feel it is a matter of the gravest 
urgency that somebody should speak his mind on a 
subject which is worrying a good many of us. 

i complain that we are rapidly building Gp an internal 
organisation for the purpose of secking out Jewish offenders 
against the common social code. We are told week after 
week that this propaganda is necessary to counteract the 
effects of the limelight purposely placed upon Jewish 
offenders in some sections of the non-Jewish press. I am 
convinced that we are having precisely the opposite effect. 
We are providing our many enemies with all the means with 
which ultimately they hope to destroy us. J can producc 
endless press comment justifying what I am writing. The 
whole policy of secking to erect some kind of second execu- 
tive who will deal with anti-social acts by isolated individuals 
is wrong and fatuous.*’ I do not hesitate to say that all the 
work being done by the T.A.C. could be profitably subsidised 
by the Fascists. There is only one reasonable attitude for 
Jewry to take towards those of us who break the civil 
criminal code. We should say ** We have in our Com- 
munity a percentage of wrong-doers, they are neither greater 
nor perhaps fewer than that of any other Commumity. They 
are dealt with as citizens under our laws and that is all 
there is to it.” 

It is morally bad, besides being wrong in Jewish Law, to 
withhold any of the consolations provided by religious 
observances as an act of punishment. When Judaism 
abandons the doctrine of forgiveness for the repentant 
offender and seeks to make social and communal pariahs of 
the already punished offender, it will lose even more of its 
Orthodox adherents than before. 

Before I anticipate the storm which will arise from this 
letter. may I ask correspondents who feel as I do to write 
to you as vigorously so that it eannot be said that" all this 
display of the “* we are not as other men "’ doctrine is repre- 
sentative of the critical mind of the whole ot Jewry.

{While leaving aside, for the moment, the main subject 
of our correspondent’s complaint, viz., the attitude towards 
Jewish delinquency, a matter to which very much discussion 
has been devoted, it is only right to point out that the 
function of the T.A.C. is not primarily concerned with this. 
The purpose for which the T.A.C. was formed by the 
Defence Committee of the Deputies was to deal with causes 
of friction between Jews and non-Jews in the spheres of 
business and trading. The problem of the delinquent trader 
was incidental; but in any case the terms of reference of 
the T.A.C. were strictly limited to relationships in business 
and trade. That certain persons at times ignored or forgot 
this limitation cannot be placed to the discredit of the 
original excellent idea from which the TAC, sprang, an 
idea which has justified itself satisfactorily in much of the 
T.AC.’s work which has fallen within the strict limits 
referred to.—Eb., J.C.) 
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DR. LUDWIG CZECH 
Death in Concentration Camp 


s Dr. Ludwig Czech, leader of the German Social 
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Democrats in Czechoslovakia and, until Munich 
Czechoslovak Minister of Social Welfare, has died 
in the Jewish concentration camp in the fortress of 
Terezin, according to information reaching Czecho- 
slovak circles in London. 

Dr. Czech, who was 72 years of age, was a well- 
known lawyer in Brno. He was a member and 
Vice-President of the Czechoslovak Parliament 
since 1920 apd Minister from 1927 to 1938. As 
Minister, he did much to obtain secial reforms in 
Czechoslovakia and to solve the problem of unem- 
ployment. A strong anti-Nazi, he was a tarect for 
the campaign of hatred on the part of the Henlein 
followers. 


MR. HUGO STEINHARDT (Waddesdon), aged 
53, who was formerly head of a Jewish Orphanage 
in Frankfort, brought 30 boys to this country in 
1939. A house was placed at their disposal in 
Waddesdon, Bucks., and Mr. Steinhardt was enabled 
to establish a small orphanage there. A moving 
tribute has been received from this orphanage at 
Waddesdon, in the course of which the boys write: 
“In Mr, Steinhardt we have not only lost a 
respected teacher and a staunch friend, but a great 
man who was like a father to all of us. He was 
always telling us about our obligations as Jews, 
especially to this country which gave us refuge from 
a life of terror, not forgetting our obligation to the 
man who has made it possible for us to be here. . . . 
He wanted us to be fair and straightforward and 
brave, and that is how we will always remember 


him in our hearts, stern, fair, and loving. Our 
deepest sympathy goes out to his wife and 
daughters.” 


MR. LUDWIG LOEWE (London), aged 58, was 
one of Czechoslovakia’s outstanding engineers. Born 
in Dusseldorf, he migrated as a young man to 
Prague. In London, in the last few years, he estab- 
lished himself, together with a staff of S50 Czech 
draughtsmen, and provided the British Government 
with valuable machinery for the war effort. His end 
was duc to overwork. 
factor of charities, particularly interesting himself 
in Czech orphans.

MANCHESTER TO LAUNCH 
APPEAL 


Essential Communal Services 


The Council of Manchester and Salford Jews, 
after hearing addresses on Sunday by Dr. Nathan 
Morris (Chief Education Officer of the Joint Emer- 
gency Commuttee), Mr. W. Goldberg (acting Chair- 
man of the Appeal Committee), and Mr. Neville 
J. Laski, passed a resolution “ heartily supporting 
the appeal and undertaking to launch the appeal in 
Manchester and District."" The resolution was pro- 
posed by Councillor A. Moss, J.P., seconded by Mr. 
S. H. Steinari, J.P., and supported by Mr. L. M. 
Glancy. Major E. C. Q. Henriques presided. 

Dr. Morris described the work accomplished by 
the Joint Emergency Committee for Jewish Religious 
Education since the outbreak of war. On the out- 
break of war, with its widespread evacuation, we 
were faced, said the speaker, with “ all the condi- 
tions which might have developed into a first-class 
Chillul Hashem.” The setting up of the Joint 
Emergency Committee had turned the situation into 
one of valuable contacts between Jews and non- 
Jews. Much remained to be done. Large numbers 
of children were still neglected. 

Mr. |. W. Goldberg said the Jewish Emergency 
Committee which needed £120,000 per year was 
spending £35,000 a year and was looking after 
30,000 children. 

Mr. Neville Laski said that we could not afford 
to continue the “old unscientific Cheder and 
Talmud Torah system of instruction." We must 
have properly trained and properly paid teachers, 
and for this “a_ high level of sacrifice " was 
demanded.

WORK OF THE WORLD JEWISH 
CONGRESS 


Mr. A, L. Easterman described the work of the 
“ World Jewish Congress ” in an address he gave 
to the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews at 
Frankenburg House recently. Major E. C. 
Henriques, J.P., presided. 

To combat Hitler's terrifying onslaught, said the 
speaker, there had been no single concerted policy 
or action by Jewry. This fundamental disunity 
was the core of the problem. When faced with 
colossal tasks, it was no use fiddling with the Jewish 
problem; and for the future a new approach, a 
new policy must be formulated, The fundamental 
idea behind the World Jewish Congress was: “ The 
Jews of the world ought to join in a common effort 
to defend their common rights.”

REGIONAL ZIONIST CONFERENCE 
IN GLASGOW 


A Regional Zionist Conference held at Glasgow 
recently was attended by delegates from Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, and Leeds. Mr. Fred Nettler, J.P., 
Chairman of the Glasgow Zionist Organisation, 
presided 

Speaking at the political session, Mr. Ber! Locker 
referred to the project for a Jewish Army, and said 
that the Jews were anxious to contribute to the 
fullest extent of their power towards the annihila- 
tion of Nazism. so that the question could not arise 
after the war of where had the Jews been and what 
did they do to help to overthrow Hitler. Visualis- 
ing the possibility of outbreaks of violent national 
hatred, as a direct’: consequence of the war, Mr. 
Locker observed that anti-Semitism could not be 
destroyed by a clause in a peace treaty. They must 
be realists, and as Zionists they foresaw that there 
would be a great problem of migration after the 
war. Jews were heartily sick and tired of having 
to live on the grace and tolerance of other peoples. 
They must be a nation on their own in Palestine. 
It was not enough that they should be visionaries, 
they must also be statesmen. 

Criticism of the attitude of Tue Jewisn 
CHRONICLE towards the Zionist. Organisation came 
from the Rev. A. Baum, Propaganda and Education 
Secretary of the Zionist. Federation of Great 
Britain. who said that it was obvious that the 
paper had a consistent policy of giving publicity 
to anyone who attacked the Jewish Agency. This 
policy, he believed, was a mistaken one, and would 
be disastrous in the end. The ideal of his depart- 
ment, said the speaker, was the conversion of every 
Jew to Zionism.

COMMUNAL RABBI FOR 
LEEDS ? 


Speaking at a meeting of the Council of the 
Leeds United Hebrew Congregation, the President, 
Mr. D. 1. Sandelson, said that the report in Tue 
JewitsH CHronicte of the proceedings of the last 
mecting of the Council, when the problem of the 
clergy was discussed, had been the subject of a 
complaint by the Rev. I, Cohen who said it con- 
stituted a reflection on his activities. [The report 
in question was that of a discussion on the insuffi- 
ciency of the Leeds.clergy.] 

Mr. Sandelson said that tt would be an injustice 
to Mr. Cohen if such inference were drawn from 
their discussion. The President added that the third 
largest community in Anglo-Jewry must have as its 
spiritual leader an outstanding Rabbi who would 
be the head of the Beth Din and who would exercise 
unquestioned authority on all sections of the com- 
munity. Despite the immense energy of the Rev. 
I. Cohen, and despite the valuable work done by 
Rabbi Dr. Berkovitz, the United Hebrew Conere- 
gation in particular, and the community in general, 
was understaffed in respect of clergy, this 
problem would have to be solved in the near future. 
They had the funds available but the Executive had 
not yet found a suitable occupant for the spiritual 
leadership of the community. 

Mr. Solomon Wolfson, Hon. Life President, 
reported that the purchase of thirteen acres in 
extension of the existing cemetery at Gildersome 
was now completed and his Committee’ were 
engaged, in conjunction with the Superintendent of 
the Leeds Parks Committee, on a scheme for beauti- 
fVing the entire cemetery. 

It was resolved, in recognition of Mr. Wolfson’s 
efforts in this scheme and of his lifelong service to 
the United Hebrew Congregation, to name. the 
public meeting hall at the Communal Hall * The 
Solomon Wolfson Hall.” 

Mr. J. Porton raised the question of war increases 
to officials.

JEWISH ARMY 
Capt. Helpern Addresses Oxtord Society 


Addressing the Oxford University Jewish Socicty, 
Captain Jeremiah Helpern, American representative 
in Great Britain of the Anglo-American Commitice 
for a Jewish Army, said that refusal to recognise 
Jews as a fighting ally in this war would mean thc 
denial to Jews of the right to participate as a 
partner in post-war reconstruction. If a Jewish 
Army were not created during this war, there would 
be no Jewish representative at the Peace Conter- 
ence to speak for the millions of homeless Jew, 
after the war and urge a solution of the Jewish 
problem. It was clearly unjust to deny to those who 
wanted, as Jews, to strike a blow in reply to the 
murder of their brethren and to have their sacri- 
lices credited to their own nation, the right to fight 
Hitler. This could not be squared with the sacred 
principles and honour for which the Allics are 
fighting. 

During his visit to Oxford, Captain Helpern 
discussed the problem of a Jewish Army with Mr 
H. Becley, of Chatham House. 


BALFOUR DAY LIVERPOOL 


A mecting was held at Zion House.on Sunday to 
celebrate the 25th anniversary of Balfour Decl:

TWO DEMONSTRATIONS 


It is very rarely that two such great Jewish 
demonstratiofs follow each other so closely as did 
the Albert Hall protest meeting against Nazi 
atrocities last week and the 25th Anniversary cele- 
bration of the Balfour Declaration at the Palace 
Theatre. Both mectings were very impressive in 
their own particular way, although, of course, the 
Albert Hall gathering was the bigger of the two and 
it included among those present, apart from many 
leading non-Jews, many more representatives of 
foreign Governments. Both had ten speakers, but 
although the Chairman at the Zionist meeting, 


Lord Melchett, asked them to ration their speeches, — 


only a few faithfully followed out his instruction, 
with the result that while the protest meeting lasted 
just under two hours, Sunday's meeting went on 
for nearly three. I cannot refrain from expressing 
my praise of the press arrangements made in both 
cases, everything possible being done to facilitate 
the task of the reporters.

On the 25th annjversary this week of the Balfour 
Declaration, the Rev. S. Levy, the Emeritus 
Minister of the New Synagogue, London, has sent 
me an interesting cutting from THe Times of 
February 15, 1937, which recalls the famous story 
of the “ receipt for Palestine.” Mr. E. L. Bols, 
the son of Major-General Sir Louis Bols, testified 
to the genuineness of the story, for, as he wrote in 
that letter, the receipt was in his possession, “When 
handing over to Sir Herbert Samuel,” he went on, 
“my father asked in fun for a receipt to conform 
with military practice, and wrote the following on 
a Sheet of notepaper: * Received from Major- 
General Sir Louis Bols, one Palestine, complete.’ 
Sir Herbert signed, but later sent for the document 
and added the letters E. and OLE. to give the 
transaction a civil touch.”

SHIP RESCUER 


When the Italians were flecing from Massawa, 
Fritrea,: from which they were being expelled by 
the advancing British troops, they scuttled thg big 
dry-dock and ships there and boasted that they 
could never be raised again. But Captain Ellsberg, 


of the United States Navy, proved they were 
wrong, and with his engineering genius he has 


raised the dry-dock for use by the ships of the 
United Nations. I have just read a very interesting 
article on the career of this modest Jewish sailor in 
the JewisH Layman, the Temple Brotherhood 
monthly published in Cincinnati, U.S.A. He first 
came to world notice when, in 1926—he was then 
a Lieut.-Commander, having served in that rank in 
the last war—he raised the U.S. submarine 5-51, 
which had been tragically sunk in a collision. the 
U.S. Government awarded him the first peace-time 
Distinguished Service Medal and promoted him to 
the rank of Commander. Captain Ellsberg has beet 
officially described as “ the foremost expert in the 
United States and probably in the world Jn decp- 
sea rescue work.” He was born at New Haven, 
Connecticut, and early in his career showed 
brilliance at mathematics and mechanics: at the 
United States Naval Academy he was head of his 
class and was later elected a member of the Naval 
Construction Corps, a highly coveted honour. In 
March this year he was own specially to Massawa 
to conduct his latest great project.

FUNCTIONS OF THE JOINT 
FOREIGN COMMITTEE 


From MR. FRED NETTLER, J.P. 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—In your issue of October 30 you published 
a letter by Mr. A. G. Brotman, on behalf of the 
Joint Foreign Committee, commenting on a state- 
ment made by me in Glasgow. 

I have never expressed any doubt that the Board 
of Deputies or its Joint Forcign Committee is 
authorised to represent the official view of Anglo- 
Jewry. 

What 1 advocated in my speech is that world Jewry as 
a whole must take responsibility fot the future of the Jewish 
peopic. This responsibility must be collective in character 
and representationally organised. The Jewry of any one 
country, no matter how important it may be, cannot arrogatec 
to itself the right to represent world Jewry nor discharge the 
responsibilitics which belong to Jewry as a whole without 
becoming a part of a democratic world Jewish organisation. 
At the present time. apart from the Jewish Agency for 
Palestine, the only international democratic Jewish organ- 
isation dealing with the defence of Jewish rights and the 
preparation for the Jewish future is the World Jewish 
Congress 

It is greatly to be regretted that the Board of Deputics 
of British Jews does not yet form part of the World Jewish 
Congress, but it is clear to every objective observer, Jewish 
and non-Jewish alike, that the Board of Deputics will not 
carry the political and moral weight of the Anglo-Jewish 
Community in the councils of world Jewry so long as the 
Board remains outside of Jewry’s organised forces 

Mr. Brotman’s claim that “ Anglo-Jewry speaks and acts 
through the Board of Deputies . . . on matters affecting the 
Jews outside this country,”’ is completely untenable. Neither 
the Board of Deputics nor the Joint Forcien Committee has 
been authorised by ** the Jews outside this country ” to act 
on their behalf, and it is extremely improbable that they 
would accord such a mandate to any single Jewish 
Community 

The Board of Deputics ought not to “ submit construc- 
tive proposals to solve the grave problems with which Jewry 
will be faced in the post-war world “ to the future Peace 
Conference if these proposals do not accord with the view 
of world Jewry. Otherwise we may witness a repetition of 
the pitiful spectacte of the Evian Conference. where over WO 
Jewish delegations presented their separate plans to a 
bewildered non-Jewish world 

In these circumstances, and in respect of the vital Jewish 
problems which are of a world character. the Board of 
Deputies cannot play a proper and effective part so long as 
it remains in isolation of the rest of organised world lewry 
it femains in isolation from the rest = (Organised world 
Jewry am.

it is who must be Iectured into looking after her 
health, that her beauty may shine on and enliven a 
world that needs every cheerful element it can 
find.

She has had impressed upon her the need for fuel 
economy, so the luxury bath to which she so eagerly 
looked forward, and which was one of her most 
valuable means of recuperation and refreshment, is 
now no more. But that does not mean that she 
should neglect the vital process of bathing as a first 
principle of health and beauty. If water supplies 
are cut down strictly it is better to have a stand-up 
bathe at a basin of really hot water than a too 
hurried- and unsatisfactory tub in a tepid bath. 
(A little soda added to the water used for personal 
washing, by the way, will make the soap ration go 
farther.) Steam plays an tmportant part in keep- 
ing the skin and the hair clean and, theretore, 
healthy. 


Steam’s Good Effect 


And here let me remind you of a practical tip — 
don’t wear a rubber bath cap, either for your bath 


or your hot wash. In any case, they are becoming 
difficult to replace. If you brush your hair well 
before yout tub or- wash and carefully set it and 
tte HN Up in a net, the steam will penetrate right to 
its roots, cleansing and refreshing them and giving 


your hair that healthy sheen that no 
for brilliantine can produce. 

Plan your day so that a definite time is lef! a 
few precious and essential moments of exercise and 


relaxation. Don't make the mistake of giving al! 
the extras and all the vitamins to the tasnily and 
starving yourself into a breakdown if you are the 
hard-pressed head of a war-time family. They wil! 
fare far worse with you as a casualty. 

finally, remember the very real influence that 
the mind has on the body. Try to cultivate that 


equable state of mind that makes so many notable 
old people in the news to-day more active and more 
valuable than many others who have only half 


their years. In the service of others you can foreet 
all the petty personal worries, dissolve al! the 
individual greeds that may afflict you, and acquire 
that serenity of living which will bring you both

FUEL ECONOMY IN COOKING 
Fuel Saving Tips for Cooking Potatoes 


Siice the potatoes lengthwise and divide into picces 
roughly the same size. Boil for 10 minutes, remove from 
the heat. drain. cover tightly with a clean folded cloth, put 
on the saucepan lid again and stand the pan in a warm place 
for 20 minutes The potatoes will finish cooking in ther 
own steam. Cook potatoes in the same pan with other root 
vegctabics If you want to keep them scparate, tic the 
different kinds loosely in pieces of butter muslin When 
boiling a oudding. pack sliced potatoes round the basin in 
the pot. If yow want to reheat a stew, a curry or a boiled 
pudding, swect or savoury. put it into a basin. cover with 
paper and stand it in the middie of the pot of boiling 
potatocs. 

Never boil potatoes on the top of the stove when the oven 
is in use. Bake them sliced or diced in a little fat, or cook 
them in a covered casserole of salted water. If the oven is 
a slow one. remember to put the potatocs in carly 


Cooking on One Unit of Heat 


Never use the top of the stove and the oven for cooking 
a meal. Plan meals so that only one or the other is used. 
Hot pots, stews, and pot roasts can be cooked in a saucepan 
together with potatoes and root veectables. and a pudding 
cooked in a steamer above. For a pot roasted dinner try 
the following: 

Stuffed steak with mixed vegctabics and potatoes 
Date pudding 

Siewing steak. piece to 1 Ib 

Stuffing.._Breadcrumbs, 4 oz.: mashed potato, 1 large 
tablespoonful: chopped parsicy. 1 tablespoonful; mixed 
herbs, 1 teaspoonful; shredded suct, 1 oz.; salt and pepper; 
water to mix. 

Vegetables.—.Potatocs. 1} 1Ib.: carrots, 1 Ib.; turnips or 
parsnips, | Ib.; 1 onion or leck. 

Mix all stuffing ingredients together. binding with a little 
water, spread on the steak, roll up and tic with string... Cut 
potatoes into thick slices, and other vegetables into picces. 

Mek 2 oz. dripping in a strong saucepan, brown the meat 
in it, then take it out and add vegetables: cook these for 
a few minutes then add water to come 72 inches up the 
saucepan, add salt and pepper, lay browned meat on top 
and cover with sifced potatoes. Put steamer for the pudding 
on top and cook slowly for 2-2} hours. 


Steamed Date Pudding 


Fiour, S oz.; dates, 4 oz.: margarine, 1 oz.: water, | bare 
gill; soda bicarbonate and baking powder. 1 lieve! teaspoon- 
ful of each; sugar, 1} o7z.; mixed spice, 4 teaspoonful. 

Cut up dates. put in a small saucepan with margarinc, 
sugar, and water, bring to the boil and simmer for 2 of 3 
minutes. Leave till cool. Sieve dry ingredients into a bowl, 
pour over contents of saucepan and mix thoroughly. Turn 
imto a greased basin, cover with a greased paper and sicam 
for 14-2 hours. 

N.B.—Soaked figs can be used in place of dates, and a 


tablespoonful of golden syrup used in place of sugar. This 
mixture can also be baked when the oven is in use. Turn 
imo a ereased oven dish and bake for about j hour.

Anti-Semitism on the Sly 


PENETRATION BY PRO-NAZIS 
AND EX-FASCISTS ? 


[From a Correspondent] 


The British National Party greeted me as I walked 
into the Stoll Theatre on Sunday afternoon. And 
from one of its representatives | bought some 
literature, including a four-page folder, “* Anti- 
Semitism and Treachery,” by Collin Brooks, a 
reprint from the paper TrutH. Mr. Brooks, editor 
of Traurnu, I am told, has since asserted that this 
reprint was without his permission. 

The vendor of anti-Semitism asked me to raise 
inside at the —s the question of the release of 
Sir Barry Domvile from detention. I could see no 
connection between a “ National Assembly of the 
People's Common Law Parliament" and some 
person who was being detained in the interests of 
national security. 

It soon became clear that many friends of Nazism and 
former members of Mosicy’s British Union of Fascists were 
present They had come to join in “protest against 
corruption and criminal negligence which is endanegcring the 
life and peace of the nation and the security of the peopic,”’ 
and to hear startling revelations.” P.C.L.P., so it seems 
to me, is offering them, albcit innocently, a golden oppor- 
tunity to cxpress their views. P.C.L.P. is not, I was told, 
a political party. Its purpose is to inform the people and 
to make their will effective to prevent poverty, to ensure 
honest and efficient government, to remove the cconomic 
causes of war, to prevent any future declaration of war 
without the direct consent of the people by pupular referen- 
dum, and to establish a truc Christian social order It is 
hoped to achieve all this by setting up Common Law 
Councils and a referendum organisation. A Common Law 
Council in every constituency is aimed at, but although they 
have been working since 1935, I understand’ there are only 
four active Councils in existence 

Mrs. Van der Elst. one of the speakers, advised the 
women present not to do any fire-watching. “I wouldn't 
ao and fire-watch,”’ she said, “if | were you women: don't 
do it.” She told us that she was paying for the hire of the 
hall, and then said: “ The country is ectting more corrupt 
every day I don't say by Enelishmen, mind you "—here 
there was efcat applause‘ Know you know what I 
mean.” she went on, and someone shouted Jews as she 
concluded, “we'll wait till after the war and sce what we 
can do.” 

The most popular speech was made by a Captain Antony 
Pheips. Dislike of the Jews was implicit in ali that he said. 
although he did not mention them And the Fascists in 
the audience, delighted at this opportunity to indulge in 
their favourite sport, applauded him heartily. He told. for 
instance. of a certain Greek with cconomic interests in 
Paicstine—the mere mention of “ Palestine aroused 
vicious ironical applause These interests, he said. were 
transferred a gentieman named Rutenberg.” Someonc 
shouted Oi! and there was loud laughter. I'm not 
holding this platform.”’ explained the Captain. meaninely. 
Cast aspersions on any race.” and the knowing laughter 
was renewed. 

This Captain Phelps reminded wus that clsewhere the 
anniversary of the Balfour Declaragon was being com- 
memorated. and he told of “ another Balfour declaration “ 
that. he alleged, had’ becn made to a certain Lord This 
Lord was told, he said, that “the feason we have cstab- 
lushed privileges for these people are partly financial, partly 
Political, and partly sentimental . . What we want to 
know is what were the financial reasons for the injustices to 
the people of Palestine? Could it not be that this very 
war we afe fighting to-day might be cxplained because of 


the obscurity of the financial transactions’”’' He concluded 
with a call for “the ecstablishment of a New Order for 
ourselves.” 

Two curious incidents occurred towards the close of the 
mecting. ‘Tirst. as the President. the Rev. Robert J 
Scrutton, was telling of alleged threats to P.C.L.P. workers, 
of offers to be ** bought over by finance like every grouping. 
bar onc.”” someone shouted “ Mosicy.”" The speaker did 
not trouble to explain which was the “ bar onc grouping 

Secondly. someone demanded to be heard. Mr. Scrutton 
explained that it was contrary to P.C.L.P. constitution, but 
finally agreed to ask the audience whether that persam be 
allowed to speak. General agreement to hear him having 
been obtained, a Mr. Merryman (1 belicve I have the name 
phonetically correct) told of one case of the “ terror and 
oppression stalking this country." He said that he had been 
thrown into “a _ British concentration camp for seven 
months,” and he appealed against this injustice, “* Why 
were you put into prison””” he was asked. “* Because,” he 
explained, “I desired to sce Britain strong. Britain free, 
and Britain for the British." (These phrases were often 
used by Mosicy’s B.U.F. speakers.) He appealed for the 
release of “all those men and women who for two years 
have been rotting in prison.” 

{A Mr. George R. Merriman. of Southampton. was 
detained by the authorities in Junc, 1940] 

It is known that former B.U.F. members and pro-Nazis 
have penctrated into pacifist bodies. They are now planting 
themscives in P.C.L.P. To remove any doubts and sus- 
picions, it would be wise for the Rev. Robert Scrutton to 
put his house in order, so that his Assemblics do not 
become platforms for such clements. 

As I left, the British National Party membcr was loudly 
proclaiming: *“* Anti-Semitism and Treachery. 
Three-ha' pence.” 


THE DUKE OF BEDFORD AGAIN 


In an article, “ If 1 Were Premier,” in the Peace 
News, the Duke of Bedford makes another attack 
on the Jews. After stating that he would begin by 
saying to Hitler: “ I should like, on behalf of the 
wisest and most fair-minded of my fellow-country- 
men, to express regrets for past acts of injustice 
committed by Britain against Germany,’ he adds: 
“TI think much has been done, both by Britain and 
the countries with which she is at war, to provide 
good cause for shame.” 

The Duke considers the Jewish question one that 
may be felt to be Germany's concern alone. And, 
he adds: “I do not overlook the very serious 
provocation which many. Jews have giyen.” He 
accuses these unspecificd Jews of “greed and 
avarice.” “ association with commercialised vice,” 
and “ monopolisation of certain industries.” After 
thus making this wholesale attack on Jews, the 
Duke condescendingly remarks that no man should 
be punished mercly because of the accident of his 


birth in a race. 
BRITISH NATIONAL PARTY 


Mr. Edward Godfrey, the National Organiser of 
the B.N.P., has informed the SUNDAY PicrorRiac that 
he has given a “ vow of secrecy” not to disclose 
the names of the Party's leaders, who are said to 
number 16. “ If their names could be disclosed it 
would shake the whole country.” 

According to the Picroriat, Mr. Godfrey attri- 
butes the war to “ international financiers.” When 
asked whether he was for or against fighting Hitler, 
he replied: *“* The question is not so simple as that, 
but I want to save this country from defeat.” 

“ Then why don't you come out into the open?” 
he was asked. 

“Well.” said Mr. Godfrey, “there are such 
things as 188, you know.” 

An interesting point about the B.N.P. was the 
appearance of an advertisement of it in Peace 
News, the pacifist weekly, recently. It stated that 
“a just and honourable peace can only be secured 
by the overthrow of vested interests and financial 
control.”

It is a year since the West Central Jewish Lads’ 
Club reopened at its new premises at 39, Fitzroy 
Square, and an opportune moment, therefore, to 
consider the achievements of the new club. 

Activities this year have been even more varied 
and more keenly carried on than in the old club 
next door, at No. 38, which, after 40 years’ fine 
service to the youth of the district, was made un- 
inhabitable by Herr Goering.

He is Chairman of the 
Boys’ Division of the AJ.Y. 

Here, in short, is a centre doing splendid work for 
Jewish lads in West Central London, more of whom 
should acquaint themselves with its attractions.

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OLD AGE 
By AUNTIE 


N this Week's Sidra we read of the death of Sarah, 
which dealt Abraham a terrible blow. As long as 
_ his wife was alive he felt himself young and 
vigorous, but after she had passed away old age 
suddenly overtook him. It is recorded in a legend 
that i was Abraham himself who begged that age 
should be shown by suitable signs. . Before his time, 
it ss said, an old man was not outwardly different 
from a young man, and Abraham prayed, therefore, 
that old age should have marks to distinguish it 
from youth, and since his time the appearance of 
people changes in later life. 

The blessing of God did not forsake Abraham 
in his old age, and he was able to enjoy happiness 
in his family life. He was the first man to make 
hospitality a constant practice and his door was 
eagerly besieged even by kings in order to learn 
from his wisdom. But only one thing was wanting 
to complete his happiness, and that was a suitable 
marriage for Isaac. He therefore sent Eliezer, his 
faithful servant and friend, to bring a wife for his 
son from his own family so that he would continue 
to carry out the principles taught him at home by 
his parents. You can read the story for yourself in 
this week's Sidra of how Eliezer chose a maiden 
who was not only hospitable to human beings, but 
who also showed kindness and thought for animals, 
always a good trait. 

In the Haftara (the Lesson from the Prophets) 
we read the story of David in his old age. His 
family life is not so happy as Abraham's, and his 
mind is concerned also with his son's future, but in 
a different way. He is anxious that his son Solomon 
should succeed to the Kingship, as he knows that 
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Solomon, alone of all his sons, would continuc to 
carry out the principles taught him. 

Parents always watch their children lovingly, 
teaching them carefully the duties that must not 
be forgotten, the duties that grow more important 
year by year. One of the best-known verses in the 
Bible is, “* Thou shalt rise up before the hoary head 
and honour the face of the old man and fear thy 
God.” Let us try to understand what is meant by 
“ honouring “ old age. It is not only outward forms 
of respect and reverence, but it is by doing that 
which would prove helpful to them: to honour the 
aged is.to give them willingly the services of our 
hands, our talents, our patience if needed. The 
verse ends with “ Fear thy God: I am the Lord,” 
so that God teaches us that by honouring the aged 
we are also showing respect to the Almighty and 
carrying out His commandments. 

There is a story told of the pupils of Rabbi 
Johanan, son of Zakkai, who asked their teacher 
when he was old: “ Rabbi, tell us how you came 
to live so long?” (meaning, what good deeds have 
you done that you have gained such a long life?). 

Rabbi Johanan replied, “ There are certain things 
that | have done that possibly have helped me to 
gain this grace from God. I have never called a 
man by a nickname and I have never forgoticn to 
make Kiddush for Shabbat over a cup of wine. In 
my youth, when I was poor, I had no money to buy 
wine for Kiddush, and my dear mother sold the 
veil from her head and bought wine for me so that 
I could say the blessing. Since then I have never 
omitted to say it.” 

The Gemara adds that when his mother died she 
left him ankers of wine, but when the Rabm 
died he left 3,000 vats of wine to distribute to the

suitable. If finally approved by the Board, the airwoman 
is sent to an O.C.T.U., where the training last four weeks. 
She here learns how to develop her qualities of leadership 
and command in such things as drill, P.T., and sports, and 
she is given a thorough grounding in matters of R.A Ff. 
history, organisation, customs, regulations. and ctiquetic. 
Lectures are given on all subjects concerned with Ff. 
administration, including cverything connected with the 
daily life of an airwoman—work, discipline, housing. cloth. 
ing, feeding, health, and welfare. At the end of the course, 
the cadet is assessed on her knowledgc, progress. and general 
suitability, and, if successful, Passes Owl a8 an Assistant 
Section Officer. .

An impressive military parade, reports Palcor, 
accompanied the recemt dissolving of the 601, 606, 
and 609 Companies of the Palestine Pioneer Corps, 
which took place * somewhere in Palestine.”

Phe Colonel of the Pioneer Corps, in the course of 
the ceremony, read out a letter from General Head- 
quarters in appreciation of the service of the men. 
TheMetter stated that it had been decided to disband 
these Companies in order that fuller advantage 
may be taken of the skill and military training of 
the men in them. The breaking up of a unit which 
had given good service over a long period was 
always regrettable, but in this case the reasons for 
this decision reflected to the credit of the personnel 
concerned, who had shown themselves fitted for 
employment requiring greater skill and military 
knowledge than was required from Pioneer Com- 


panics. The record of these three Companies was 
one of which the men serving in them and all 
Palestinian soldiers may justly be proud 


ihe 601 Company formed part of the first Pales- 
tinian unit which served with the B.E.F. in France 
unulits evacuation. It was later in action in Greece, 
carning high praise, and in the Western Desert, 
mcluding six months’ service in Tobruk.

Company served first in the Western Desert and 
later in Greece and Crete, and was afterwards 
stationed in Cyprus. The 609 Company served in 
the three campaigns in the Western Desert.

MAPAI SPLIT AVOIDED 


Uneasy Peace 


The Palestine Jewish Labour Party (Mapai) con- 
ference at Kfar Vitkin, reports the J.T.A., after five 
days of strenuous work, succeeded in avoiding a 
formal —= in the Party, although the problems 
lying at the root of the conflict between the opposi- 
tion and the leadership have not been solved. 
Doubts were therefore expressed by some dele- 
gates as to whether it will be possible to maintain the 
outward unity for any length of time. 

The veteran leaders of the Party, including Mr. 
Berl Katznelson and Mr. David Ben Gurion, were 
ready to pay a heavy price to maintain discipline, 
but they obtained only 205 vates [there were 401 
delegates] for their proposal to introduce a new 
Party statute abolishing the various factions into 
which the Party has been hitherto divided. The 
same number of votes was obtained for the political 
resolutions of the Party, which had already been 
adopted by the last Histadrut conference. The new 
registration of members, which is to take place in 
accordance with the amended statute of the Party, 
was also decided upon by the same 205 delegates. 
This measure is being interpreted in some circles as 
a means to exclude the “ rebels ° from the Mapai, 
thus giving rise to the possibility of a separate 
Labour Party being formed by the opposition. The 
fact, however, that Mr. .M. Zisling, one of the 
leaders of the opposition, has been elected a mem- 
ber of the new Party Secretariat may counteract 
separatist tendencies. 

The conference approved the political resolution 
endorsing the programme adopted at the New York 
Zionist conference last May, and a further resolu- 
tion passed demands the unification of the different 
Labour youth organisations.

PROCLAMATION ON THE 
BALFOUR PLEDGE 


A proclamation stressing the determination of the 
Jewish people to build up its National Home and 
demanding the fulfilment of the Balfour Declara- 
tion mm the new world order after the war, was 
issued in Palestine this week by the Vaad Leumi 
on the occasion of the 25th anniversary of the 
Baltour Declaration. 

“ The new world which is to be established on 
the ruins of the old one,” says the proclamation 
“ wil not be a world of justice and freedom if it 
does not bring freedom and redemption for -the 
Jewish nation through the fulfilment of the Balfour 
Declaration.” 


FIRST PALESTINIAN INFANTRY 
MAJOR 


The Patestine Post recently reported that a 
Jewish Captain serving in the Buffs has been pro- 
moted to the rank of Major and ts now in command 
of one of the companies. He ts the first Palestinian 
to reach field rank in an infantry battalion. 


BROADCASTS ON YISHUV’S WAR 
EFFORT 


Speeches by leaders of Palestinian Jewry intro- 
duced a special series of Hebrew broadcasts bting 
given over the Jerusalem wireless by the South 
African broadcaster, Mordechai Zlotnik. 

The broadcasts deal with the manifold activities 
connected with the war effort in which 150,000 
Palestinian Jews are now engaged. They describe 
in detail the part played by Patestinian Jews in the 
armed forces, the security services, agriculture, 
civilian and military industry, and in other spheres 
of activity which help to increase Palestine’s war 
potential. 


BAGDAD ORPHANS REACH 
PALESTINE 


_ Fourteen orphans whose parents were killed in 
Bagdad during Rashid Ali's rising in June, 1941, have 
reached Palestine, where they were received in the 
children’s village of Meirshefiya (writes our Jcru- 
salem correspondent), while another 32 from Irag 
are expected shortly. Children and Youth Aliyah 
during the war has organised the arrival of 2,412 
children and has brought into Palestine 8,000 in the 
past few years, since the scheme began. Five hun- 
dred and seventeen Youth Aliyah graduates are 
serving in the British Army. 


CERTIFICATES FOR JEWS 
FRANCE 


_ Fifty-five certificates for adults out of the recent 
immigration quota have been allocated by the 
Executive of the Jewish Agency for emigrants from 
Unoccupied France.
